Life Is Held Due to Action 


Of Oxygen On Phosphorus’ 


Philadelphia, June 11 Cay A. Pas 
Heat in the human body is. pro- 
duced by action of oxygen on phos- 
phorus, according to Dr. C. E. de 
M. Sajous, professor of endocrinol- 
ogy at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. This, he asserted at the con- 
vention of American Therapeutic 
society today, is the source of life. 

“For two centuries we have 
known that oxygen acted on the 
human body, but we have not 
known how,’ he said. “Likewise 
we have known that there .was an 

element in the cells of the body 
known as lecithin. I have found 
that in lecithin there is phosphorus. 

‘‘When we strike a sulphur match, 
Bre ai ramet, a

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j}human body. Oxygen acting on 
phosphorus releases heat, and this 
is the heat that maintains the tem- 
perature of the body.” 

Dr. Sajous said that a bodily 
fluid known as enzyme js built up 
in the body along with the heat. 
is the function of the enzyme. to 
digest germs and when disease at- 
tacks the body, the temperature is 
increased in order to multiply the 
enzyme. ~ This increased heat is 
known as fever, and when it reaches 
certain heights the enzyme becomes 
so active that it digests aleo the 
human tissue. In that case death 
results, as it does when the bodily 
condition is such as to prevent a 
fever.

It is widely said that when the 
State organization lodged its con- 
test against Brookhart while the 
Steck contest was pending, the na- 
tional committee used its influence 
for unseating Brookhart. Then the 
State committee sought money and 
men from the national organiza- 
tion to keep Brookhart in retire- 
ment, but the national committee 
refused to take part, indicating that 
it had no role until the two parties 
function against each other. There 
is a possibility that the State com- 
mittee may take the national body 
at its word and leave the campaign 
fight entirely to the latter.

I shall be 86 
years old if I live till October 26, 
1926. 

We 
have been told that a bill was 
passed by Congress to equalize the 
pensions of the cripples of the civil 
war (those men who show that they 
were in the fight). 1 have been 
getting $72.00 a month and that 
bill has raised it to $75. What a 
raise fpr a man over 85 years of 
age! 

In the Elliot bill there is noth- 
ing for the severer disabilities. We 
think that if the people of this 
country knew all the condition of 
things there would be something 
doing. Isn’t it about time for the 
press of this country to speak up 
and let the people know the facts 
about this ‘economy?’’

J. Milton Waldron as pastor 
of the colored Shiloh Baptist 
church. Previous to Waldron’s 
coming to Washington he was, for 
nearly eighteen years, at Bethel 
Baptist Institutional church, Jack- 
sonville, Fla., where he built the 
first Institutional Church building 


for the race in the entire South, and 
established the Afro-American In- 
dustrial Benefit Insurance Co., 
which is doing an annual insurance 
business of $1,200,000. He edited 
for several years the Florida Evan- 
gelist and the Florida Standard, one 
a religious and the other a.secular 
paper. 

The Shiloh church, of this city, 
under Dr. Waldron’s care, has 
grown from a membership of about 
600 to 1,650; it has accumulated 
property worth $300,000, and 
moved its old site on L street, near 
Sixteenth street, to the northwest 
corner of Ninth and P streets. This 
building was devastated by fire 
about a year ago, and it has been 
thoroughly renovated, decorated 
and enlarged, and a new $17,000 
four-manual pipe organ installed, 
also a baptistry costing $3,000.

TWO DIE WHEN TRAIN 
PLUNGES OFF BRIDGE 


Two Others Are Hurt i in Crash 
Reported Due to Fire 


on Trestle. 

Norfolk, Va., June 11 (By A. P.). 
The locomotive, mail-baggage car 
and two passenger coaches of Nor- 
folk Southern train No. 4, Raleigh 
to Norfolk, toppled off a trestle 14 
miles west of Washington, N. C., 
about 2 o’clock this morning, kill- 
ing the engineer and fireman and 
injuring, though not seriously, a 
postal employe and a porter. 

The cause of the accident has 
not been definitely ascertained, ac- 
cording to information received 
here. One report said the .wooden 
trestle caught fire last night, and 
that the blaze weakened the bridge 
piles so that it could not sustain 
the weight of the train. Another is 
that the burning of the trestle did 
not start until after the wreck, the 
structure, 15 feet high, being set 
afire by coal from the locomotive 
fire box. ay

In his self-bonding practice, Mr. 
Rankin declared Mr. Fenning was 
‘secretly in the service of a bond- 
ing company, rendering ‘valuable 
service to it and to himself at the 
expense of the ward.’”’ 

On this point he quoted Fergu- 
son VS. Gooch, 94 Va. 1: 

“ "Ts be secretly in the service of 
the opposite party while the agent 


is acting ostensibly for the prin-

Mr. Rankin said there have been 
any number of decisions of the 
Court of Appeals applying sections 
841 and 834, covering embezzle- 
ment by a fiduciary, to cases similar 
to Mr. Fenning’s.
